Town Meeting Expenditures 
Bring Possible $32.75 Rate 


“They do some funny things, but 
somehow or other, when it’s all 
over, derned if they didn’t do just 
about right.” A few years back in 
a debate on open versus limited 
town meeting an elderly gentle- 
man from Methuen made this re- 
mark. Had he attended (Monday 
night’s town meeting, he could have 
added “Amen.” 


There were some things done 
which some people didn’t like, but 
barring these few personal peeves 
the net result of the meeting wasn’t 
too bad. In fact from tne point of 
orderliness and lack of vitupera- 
tive tirades against officials, it was 
one of the best town meetings An- 
dover has had in recent years. 


The tax rate, which chairman 
Shepard was careful to say at the 
outset, could only be estimated at 
this time, may as a result of the 


town meeting appropriations be 
about $32.75—or $3.75 over last 
year’s actual rate. Around $5600 


was saved on the finance commit- 
tee’s recommended expenditures, 
but the main item: which brought 
the rate into the 32’s instead of 
the 34’s was the $25,000 in free 
cash which the town officials de- 
cided over the week-end they could 
use to reduce the tax rate—on the 
basis that if ever we needed to 
reduce the rate it was this year. 

The outstanding figures in the 
meeting were chairman Shepard 
who successfully ‘brought his 
many appropriations through the 
town meeting gauntlet and then 


said a “requiescat in pace” to the 
old selectman-BPW feud on the

verbal wedge on appropriating 
$1231 with his statement that the 


town would be throwing money 
away not to buy it; B. P. W. 
member Henry Bodwell, who led 


his colleagues to about as signifi- 
cant a victory as a town meeting 
has ever accorded a _ previously 
down-trodden board, a_ victory 
which brought with it the pur- 
chase of every single piece of 
equipment the board wanted; and 
Harvey Turner, finance committee 
chairman, whose clear, forceful 
twang influenced the meeting to 
accept the finance committee’s 
lower figures on the tree and 
school budgets. 

The principal saving that the 
meeting made under the finance 
committee’s recommended expendi- 
tures came in the town hall site 
items, the first two of which were 
defeated and the last two with- 
drawn, the total saving this year 
being $6450. Steadily improving 
business conditions enabled the 
selectmen to ask for $2100 less 
than previously agreed on for the 
welfare items. The snow. re- 
moval account was increased, but 
nothing like the amount the meet- 
ing expected and with too recent 
memories of shovelling would have 
probably approved. Mr. Bodwell 
estimated the cost of the pre-town- 
meeting storm at about $3500, but 
the increase over the finance com- 
mittee recommendation was only 
$873. Had the storm not happened 
to come along at the time it did, 
the board would have asked for 
only $10,378. The finance commit-

Some surprise has been ex- 
pressed in a few quarters since 
the town meeting concerning the 
excellent reception accorded prac- 
tically every item that the Board 
of Public Works requested, a re- 
ception that was a surprise to 
many because of the rather unfor- 
tunate experiences encountered by 
the board in the past few years at 
town meetings. No one need search 
far for the cause, however. 

During the past year the depart- 
ment was criticized frequently ona 
number of scores and from a num- 
ber of sources. Some of the criti- 
cism was just and some of it was 
not. But the reason for the excel- 
lent town meeting reaction was not 
that the criticism was felt false, 
but rather that the board was cog- 
nizant of the criticism and took 
steps to clean house. Many of their 
items represented real savings, and 
they presented the figures on sav- 
ings, in detail, to the town, They 
went into the finance committee 
with a complete breakdown of last 
year’s expenditures compared with 
this year’s requests, and the finance 
committee was very much im- 
pressed. 

' There remain things to be done, 
of course, but having tightened up 
the strings thus far, the board is 
apparently not unwilling to take a 
few more house-cleaning steps. We 
confidently expect that changes 
will be made here and there, aug- 
menting some already made, so 
that in a few short months An- 
dover will have one of the most 
efficient public works departments 
that any town or city can boast.

Whether to follow out a con- 
ceded legal right or to accede to 
something of a moral obligation is 
the problem that faces the school 
committee now that the town 
meeting has decided to appropri- 
ate $500 with the purpose of keep- 
ing the North school open. To the 
majority members who favored the 
closing of the school because of 
their sincere belief that a six-grade 
under-one-teacher school was an 
educational defect that should be 
remedied, it is a serious problem, 
for on the one hand they have 
the dictates of their conscience 
which tells them that the children 
would be better educated if trans- 
ported to the Shawsheen school, 
and on the other hand they have 
the dictum of the town meeting. 

We still feel, as the majority of 
the school board probably does, 
that closing this school would 
make the brighter students more 
bright, the slower students less 
slow. And yet the town in town 
meeting assembled, with both sides 
having had an equal opportunity to 
present their cases even if one 
didn’t take the opportunity, voted 
the appropriation. It would seem 
then that the only thing for the 
majority to do is to accede to the 
town meeting vote, and at the same 
time to follow the dictates of their 
conscience by, as the minority 
suggested in last week’s Towns- 
man, educating the public and par- 
ticularly the parents in the affected 
district to realize the better edu- 
cation the youngsters will receive 
if Andover does away with this 
six-grade-in-one-room arrangement.

To Close 
Or Not 
To Close 


Whether to follow out a con- 
ceded legal right or to accede to 
something of a moral obligation is 
the problem that faces the school 
committee now that the town 
meeting has decided to appropri- 
ate $500 with the purpose of keep- 
ing the North school open. To the 
majority members who favored the 
closing of the school because of 
their sincere belief that a six-grade 
under-one-teacher school was an 
educational defect that should be 
remedied, it is a serious problem, 
for on the one hand they have 
the dictates of their conscience 
which tells them that the children 
would be better educated if trans- 
ported to the Shawsheen school, 
and on the other hand they have 
the dictum of the town meeting. 


We still feel, as the majority of 
the school board probably does, 
that closing this school would 
make the brighter students more 
bright, the slower students less 
slow. And yet the town in town 
meeting assembled, with both sides 
having had an equal opportunity to 
present their cases even if one 
didn’t take the opportunity, voted 
the appropriation. It would seem 
then that the only thing for the 
majority to do is to accede to the 
town meeting vote, and at the same 
time to follow the dictates of their 
conscience by, as the minority 
suggested in last week’s Towns- 
man, educating the public and par- 
ticularly the parents in the affected 
district to realize the better edu- 
cation the youngsters will receive 
if Andover does away with this 
six-grade-in-one-room arrangement.

A recommendation that $25,000 
be appropriated for flood control 
river may be
